The first lecture in the popular Ly- 
ceum Course, under the auspices of the 
| Atlantic Memoria! Church, was deliv- 
ered at the chapel Wednesday evening, 
Oct. 21, by Rev. J. W. Richardson of 
Waterbury, Connecticut. 

The subject of letter was: 
“America’s Joshua—General Grant.”

The lecturer eulogized Grant’s charac-| 


ter ‘drilled and chiselled for a nation 
out of a granite cliff.” He spoke of 
its purity and the nobility which was 
the result of the ‘‘upward march of 
true manhood asserting itself.’ From 
his life he drew the lessons of the pos- 
sibilities of American citizenship that 
adverse circumstances may be over- 
come, and the value of common sense 
over theory. He praised his strategical 
philosophy, showing that our hero was 
a student of the “philosophy of fact”’ 
and only adhered to West Point theory 
when circumstances did not warrant a 


departure; but when the moment came | 
for his own independent thought and | 


action, he pursued his honest convic- 
tion without deviating, though he has 
been unjustly criticised as bluodering 
into success. 

The speaker paid a high tribute to 
Grant's magnanimity of character in 
the letter he wrote Sherman when the 
|clamor of some was for the elevation 
of Sherman to Grant’s position and for 
withholding from General Grant the 
honor of the success of making an end 
of the Civil War. He refuted the 
false charges of the historian Swinton, 
on the authority of Charles A. Dana of 
the New York Sun,’’ who at the time 
of the battle of Cold Harbor was As- 
sistant Secretary of War. 

The audience was a very attentive 
one and was very much interested in 
the able presentation of the subject by 
Mr. Richardson, whose eloquence en- 
thusiastically carried his hearers with 
him in some of his stirring climaxes.

A New Electrical Railroad. 

There is on exhibition at 1 Pember- 
ton square, Boston, an ingenious model 
exemplifying a new system of rapid 
transit, The work is the result of 
years of labor by Mr. John A. Enos, a 
young electrician, and consists of a 
passenger car suspended from an ele- 
vated rail upon which runs un electric 
motor. The latter is of the Daft pat- 
tern, and receives its power from an 
electrified rail, furnished from power- 
ful steam dynamos.

In the usual way of keeping cabbage 
in winter, there is considerable loss by 
freezing anddecay. In attempting to 
avoid this waste, tried with 
success the method of pitting here de- 
scribed. A long pit, three feet deep, 
and a little wider (it may be made as

Reform in Criminal Courts, 

District Attorney Bumpus, of Quin- 
cy, has brought before the public, in 
an editorial in last Sunday's Globe, a 
question which we have thought for 
some time needed reformation, that of 
the trial of minor cases. He tells us 
that often times a whole day is occupied 
by the Superior Court at an expense of 
$200, in settling one or two cases of 
single drunks where the maximum fine 
is but five dollars and costs. 

We are notsure that bis solution is 
the best, but it seems practicable and 
will more legislation, 
and perhaps be more economical. He 
recommends that such cases as misde- 
meanors be tried and disposed of by 
the jury system in the municipal or dis- 
trict courts. Wheo acriminal is ar- 
raigned in these courts he shall have 
bis election to be tried before a magis- 
trate or jury.

Washington Letter. 


| Wasaivetox, Nov. 16th, 1885. 

| The tale of a telephone has made the Inte- 
rior Department @ centre of interest during 
| the week, Secretary Lamar's court has been 
| sitting on the Bell patent. It is a case in 
| which not only the monopolists of electric 
| talk are interested but the public as well. 
The room which is the scene of these pro- 
ceedings is that of the assistant Attorney 
General of the Department, and it has been 


filled at each hearing by distinguished law-! 


yers, inventors and officials. Arguments have 
been made by representatives of the Bell 
Telephone Company, the Washington Com- 
pany, and the Pan Electric Company. 

Secretary Lamar's course of procedure in 
this case is almost without precedent in the 
history of this Government It is perhaps 
the first time a Cabinet officer has called up- 
on a defendant in a possible Government suit 
to first produce his evidence in order to de- 
termine whether such a suit should be 
brought. It is evident Mr. Lamar thinks 
this is the right course for a great and strong 

| Government, and that when it has once 
issued a patent, it should hear every possible 
bit of testimony to be produced before pro- 
ceeding to begin the suit to set aside a right 
once confirmed. He proposes to go to the 
verge of extreme fairness, and whatever his 
decision may be, there is little doubt that it 
will be based upon the facts in the case 

The Interior Department has been called 
the “Government Waste Basket.’ This 
name, however, is only expressive of the na- 
ture of the department as a receptacle for all 
miscellaneous business not coming under the 
especial jurisdiction of the other Depart- 
ments. The business of the Department is 
everything but the Government's waste or 
trash. More individual citizeus of the coun- 
try are directly interested in the Interior 
than in all the other Departments combined. 

The Secretary of the Interior has supervis- 
ion of the Land Office, Indian Bureau, Pen- 

| sion Bureau, Patent Office, Bureau of Edu- 
| cation, railroads, geological survey, census, 
and bureau of labor. He has charge of mat- 
ters relating to the civil government of the 
territories, and the appointment of territorial 
officers. He has control of the Government 
hospital for the Lnsane, that for the Deaf and 
Dumb, the Freedman's hospital, the Yellow- 
stone National Park, the Hot Springs reser- 
vation in Arkansas, the Maryland Institu- 
tion for the blind, and the Government 
Printing Office.

The Secretary has to keep one 
eye on the great moneyed corporations to see 
that they construct their roads im compli- 
ance with the requirements of their charac- 
ter. With the other he has to watch the 
cowboy and squatter to see that they do not 
trespass upon Uncle Sam's broad acres. He 
has to feed and clothe the red man and edu- 
cate his pappoose. He gives the old veter- 
ans 10) acres of farming land for services 
rendered, and then patents all sorts of labor 
saving machines with which to work it 
There are hundreds of other duties devolv- 
ing upon Mr. Lamar and the assisant high 
keepers of the “Government Waste Basket.” 
Then every ten years this department must 
see to summing up the nation’s profits and 
loss from its numberless industries, and tel- 
ling how many more there are of us than 
there were ten years ago 

Secretary Lamar, who was known to be a 

| scholar and a student, has surprised some 
people who doubted his qualifications asa 
business man. He has reorganized the In- 
terior Department by arranging its work in 
divisions, so that he can take in a complete 
picture of the service without being per- 
plexed with too much detail. He reads all 
of he decisions made, and his health, which 
his friends thought would succumb to the 
strain of his official work, seems to be im- 
proving under the stimulus

“And,” added Mr. Nixon, in the in- 
different way of one to whom the sub- 
ject does not matter persoually in the 


bad government. Its history is in the 
highest degree instructive. Within 
thirty years its debt has risen at times 
to over one hundred and fifty millions; 
of this the Sinking Fund represents a 
payment of nearly forty millions. It 
is probable that vearly one hundred 
millions of the debt is the result of 
fraud. With bonest or careful rulers 
our city need have had no debt at all. 
But to this fraudulent outlay must be 
added the excessive expenditures of 
each single year, the sums lost by un- 
necessary or Wasteful contracts, the ex- 
travagant salaries, the wild projects, 
the secret frauds, that have followed 
for so many years our corrupt goverao- 
ment. It is in vain to lament the past. 
Yet itis well to remember that these 
lost millions—lost by our own neglect 
-would long ago have provided the 
city with anew aqueduct, new docks 
and piers, a complete sewerage, a new 
atmosphere, and abundant health. 

It is no doubt certain that ignorance 
is the chief foe of good government in 
nations or in cities. A recent corres- 
pondent of the London Times has 
traced with great courage and intelli- 
gence the course of the cholera iu 
Spain. He finds that it is due every- 
where to the neglect of the govern- 
meat and the blindness of the people 
The disease fastened upon Marseilles, 
Toulouse, and all Italy for the same 
reason. It will go wherevef it is invit- 
ed. The recent plague in Montreal is 
of the same origin. It comes almost 
exclusively to the ignorant. Thus ig- 
norance is the chief crime of modern 
society. It provokes disease, it fosters 
vice and beggary, it produces corrup- 
tion in politics, and accounts for much 
of the bad goverament of our Ameri- 
can cities. Our ignorant classes, like 
those of Spain or Montreal, invite 
every moral and physical disease; from 
them the corruption spreads until it 
poisons those who seemed invulnerable 
against it. 

Yet the American cities are at least 
better governed than were the cities of 
the past. The cities of the Middle 
Ages were centres of disease and 
crime. The Paris satirized by Rabe- 
lais, the London of the days of Wat 
Tyler, or even of Queen Anne, were 
no pleasant abodes. TDlague, famine, 
filth, vice, and shame reigned in the 
finest capitals of Europe. The cities 
of Italy in its fairest period were 
scenes of assassination and cruelty. 
Milan and Florence were covered with 
murders and outrages; a Bridge of 
Sighs represented the doom of Venice. 
Tbe German cities were fortresses, the 
home of a dawning improvement. The 
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acres of woodland owned by the Bunker 
Hill Monument Asssciation was de- 
stroyed by tire.
